The Company have been in- 
creasing their indebtedness—too small 
an amount of money invested is really 
extravagance. By adding a dozen 


‘pans and leaching the ore from fifteen 


tons per day the mine will pay. Be- 
fore closing down four tons were 
leached each day. Assessments will 
not alone supply the necessary money 
to successfully run this mine because 


those who have assessments to pay can 


do so with time checks. There seems 
but one way to avoid the present diffi- 
culty and that is for the mine owners 
to put up coin, and proceed to busi- 
ness. Otherwise Con Poe will prob- 
ably remain with closed doors.
